Dear  President  Falconer: - 

Ivlany  thanks  for  your  cordial  letter.  In  reply,  I 
should  say,  by  way  of  preface,  that  I  always  find  it  difficult  to  answer  a 
query  such  as  you  have  addressed  to  me  concerning  Professor  Braun,  unless 
I  know  very  definitely  the  kind  of  work  which  is  implied  in  the  proposed 
appointment. 

Professor  Braun  is,  without  any  qualification,  a  thoroughly  success¬ 
ful  undergraduate  professor  of  German.  He  has  energy  and  enthusiasm;  he  is 
personally  a  man  oT  high  ideals  and  much  earnestness,  and  has  exerted  a  good 
influence  over  his  students.  He  is  very  popular  with  his  classes, -one  of  the 
most  popular  in  Barnard  College.  He  is  highly  regarded  by  the  Dean  and  the 
Faculty  of  that  College,  and  is  on  one  of  their  most  important  administrative 
committees.  I  should  recommend  him  without  reserve  as  an  undergraduate 
teacher,  and  I  am  sure  that  Toronto  would  gain  much  from  his  energy  and  devo¬ 
tion  to  his  work.  This  is  all  the  more  the  case,  since  he  is  one  of  the  most 
loyal  of  the  alumni  of  Toronto,  and  I  know  that  nothing  would  give  him  greater 
pleasure  and  pride  than  to  be  called  once  more  to  his  Alma  Mater. 

I  do  not  imagine  that  you  are  hunting  for  a  man  vrho  devotes  -himself 
absolutely  to  scholarly  research.  Professor  Braun  has  rather  definitely  applied 
himself  to  the  teaching  side  of  his  profession,  and  the  success  which  he  has  made 


of  that  rather  precludes,  I  suppose,  any  large  achievements  in  the  field  of 


original  and  scientific  research,  ^is  we  are  finding  out  at  Columbia,  however, 
and  I  am  sure  that  the  case  must  be  even  more  apparent  in  Toronto,  we  need 
the  two  types  of  men  in  our  departments;  and  the  more  important,  perhaps,  is 
the  type  represented  by  Professor  Braun.  You  can  always  count  upon  him  and 
can  use  him  outside  of  the  class  room  as  well  as  in  it.  On  the  other  hand, 
with  my  memories  of  Toronto  still  very  keenly  before  me,  I  should  like  to 
think  that  his  work  was  being  supplemented  by  that  of  a  man  of  the  other  type 
as  well.  But  certainly  in  the  old  days  there  was  room  for  both, 

I  have  written  very  frankly  and  have  put  into  this  letter  all  the 
reserves  which  I  should  myself  entertain  on  the  matter.  Professor  Braun 
would  strengthen  your  teaching  force.  At  the  same  time ^Toronto,  in  the 
old  days  at  least,  had  need  of  something  bigger  than  merely  good  teaching. 
Naturally  I  am  writing  in  the  strictest  confidence.  If  I  can  be  of 
any  further  service  in  this  matter  or  in  any  other,  I  am  only  too  glad  to 
have  you  command  me.

I  feel  very  aucti  obliye^  to  you  for  your  kind  letter  and  the 
confidence  shown  to  me  by  your  honourable  offer.  The  idea  of  entering  upon  a 
prof  essor ship  at  your  universi  ty  is  a  very  tempting  one  and  I  fell  much  tnclinea 
to  accept  the  offer  which  you  have  been  kind  enough  to  make  to  me.  Only,  when  ( 
discussing  the  matter  with  Sir  Edmund  Walker  and  with  Prof*  van  der  Smissen,  I 
understood  that  there  was  question  of  a  full  prof  essor  ship  and.  not  of  an  asso¬ 
ciate  one  and  this  is, of  course,  a  point  to  which  I  attach  the  greatest  impor¬ 
tance*!  hold  now  in  Brussels  a  full  prof essorship  and  it  would  therefore  be  very 
unpleasant  for  me  to  give  up  my  Brussels  post  for  a  more  inferior  position  at  To¬ 
ronto , There  is  also  tne  financial  point,  the  salary  of  a  full  professorship  run¬ 
ning,  I  understand,  from  $  3100  -  ^  4000,  Xt  would  be  only  under  these  conditions 
that  I  could  make  up  my  mind  to  come  to  Toronto,  The  decision  of  going  to  Canada 
is  for  me,  of  course,  a  very  impor  tant  one,  and  thou^I  do  not  want  to  promise 
that  I  am  going  to  stay  there  for  all  my  life,  it  is  at  least  very  doubtful 
whether  there  is  much  probability  of  ever  going  back  from  Toronto  to  a  European 
University,  Also  I  should  be  quite  prepared  to  make  on  arrang  erne  nt  of  staying  in 
any  case  at  least  for  2  or  3  years.

Gentlemen, 

In  offering  myself  as  a  candidate  for  the  Professorship  of  Modern  Languages  at  the 
Armstrong  College,  I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  following  statement  as  to  my  educa¬ 
tion,  academic  qualifications,  and  previous  experience. 

I  was  born  in  February,  1874,  and  in  1884  entered  Kingswood  School,  Bath.  While 
there  I  won  the  First  Prize  for  German  in  1889,  and  passed  the  London  Matriculation 
Examination  in  1890.  On  leaving  the  School  in  1891  I  spent  four  months  at  Stuttgart 
for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  a  conversational  knowledge  of  German,  but  was  then  com¬ 
pelled  to  abandon  temporarily  my  intention  of  proceeding  with  the  London  University 
Arts  Course,  and  to  enter  business. 

In  January,  1893,  however,  I  resumed  my  studies  and  became  a  student  at  the 
University  College  of  Wales,  Aberystwyth.  While  there  I  took  the  Intermediate  Examina¬ 
tion  in  Arts  of  the  London  University,  with  Honours  in  German  in  1894,  and  the  B.A.  in 
1895. 

After  specialising  in  German  at  Aberystwyth  until  June,  1896,  I  proceeded  to  Strass¬ 
burg  University,  to  work  for  the  degree  of  Ph.  D.,  taking  Germanic  Philology  as  my 
principal  subject  in  conjunction  with  Old  English,  Old  French,  and  Old  Italian.  In 
writing  my  Thesis  on  Otto  von  l'>iemerins;ens  deutsche  Bearbeitung  der  Reisebeschreihung 
Mandevilles  I  found  it  necessary  to  spend  some  five  months  in  Paris  in  order  to  examine  a 
number  of  French  and  German  manuscripts  at  the  Bibliotheque  Nationale;  I  therefore 
took  the  opportunity  of  attending  lectures  on  the  History  of  German  Literature  at  the 
Sorbonne.  My  Thesis  having  been  approved  by  the  Philosophical  Faculty  at  Strassburg, 
I  took  the  Oral  Examination  and  received  the  Ph.D.  in  July,  1898. 

I  then  returned  to  England,  and  in  September  became  Modern  Language  Master  at 
the  Haberdashers’  Boys’  School,  Cricklewood,  London,  but  resigned  the  position  after  one 
year’s  tenure  in  order  to  enter  as  an  “Advanced  Student”  at  Cambridge. 

At  Cambridge  I  joined  King’s  College  and  studied  under  Dr.  Breul,  at  whose 
suggestion  I  proceeded  to  investigate  the  influence  of  the  older  German  epic  poetry  on 
English  Literature.  In  May,  1901,  I  presented  a  Thesis  on  The  Study  and  Appreciation 
of  the  Old  German  National  Epics  in  England  and  America,  for  which  I  was  granted  the 
Research  Degree  of  B.A.,  and  in  1906  I  proceeded  to  the  M.A.  Degree.

In  October,  1901,  I  was  appointed  “Assistant  Lecturer”  in  the  German  Language 
and  Literature  at  the  University  of  Birmingham.  In  October,  1904,  I  was  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  “  Lecturer,”  and  in  January,  1906,  made  “Special  Lecturer  in  Commercial 
German”  at  this  University.  Since  my  appointment  here,  I  have  taken  classes  in  all  the 
University  Courses  on  Grammar,  Composition,  Conversation,  Historical  Grammar,  Litera¬ 
ture,  and  the  interpretation  of  Modern  German,  Middle  High  German,  Old  High  German, 
and  Gothic  Texts.  I  have  also  held  special  classes  in  German  for  Science  Students  and 
courses  in  German  Commercial  Correspondence  and  the  Reading  of  German  Commercial 
Literature  for  the  benefit  of  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Commerce. 

Apart  from  my  duties  at  this  University,  I  have  given  courses  of  Lectures  on  “The 
Sounds  of  Modern  English  ”  at  the  last  four  Summer  Meetings  held  by  the  Cambridge 
University  Local  Examinations  and  Lectures  Syndicate;  have  served  for  three  years  (1905 
to  1908)  as  the  Representative  of  the  University  of  Birmingham  on  the  Education 
Committee  of  the  City  of  Coventry  ;  have  acted  for  four  years  as  Examiner  in  German, 
and  for  three  years  as  Oral  Examiner  (in  French  and  German)  to  the  Central  Welsh 
Board ;  for  two  years  as  Examiner  in  Sections  E  and  F  of  the  Cambridge  Medieval  and 
Modern  Languages  Tripos  ;  and  for  the  last  two  years  as  Examiner  in  German  to  the  Joint 
Matriculation  Board  of  the  Universities  of  Manchester,  Liverpool,  Leeds  and  Sheffield. 

Since  September,  1906,  I  have  also  had  charge  of  the  German  department  at  the 
Birmingham  and  Midland  Institute,  where  evening  classes  are  held  for  teachers  and  others. 
The  number  of  Students  in  the  German  classes  there,  which  had  been  falling  owing  to  the 
competition  of  cheaper  evening  classes  elsewhere,  has  increased  considerably,  especially  in 
the  case  of  the  Literature  Class,  to  which  I  lecture  in  German  on  Modern  German 
Literature.  I  have  just  been  invited  to  become  President  of  the  Institute  Union  of 
Teachers  and  Students  for  the  coming  year. 

Since  graduating  at  Strassburg  I  have,  of  course,  taken  every  opportunity  of  visiting 
Germany,  and  have  attended  Holiday  Courses  at  Marburg  and  Jena  for  the  purpose  of 
studying  German  methods  of  teaching  and  organisation.
